‘affected, ; * : 

If the astronomers’ expectations 
are fulfilled, this will have been one 
of the shortest cycles on record. The 
last yeor of sunspot maximum was 
1928, glving an interval of only ‘nine 
years instead of 11. However, since 
the sun Is always erratic, individual 


‘| cycles occupying «anything ‘between 
nine and 13. years, it cannot be par- 


ficularly blamed on’ the present 
occasion. The average is 11.4 years. 

Sunspots are great vortices on the 
sun's disc, often Jurge enough to 
swallow up the carth ‘many times 
over.

COLONY’S PRODUCTS 


FATE OF..TEXTILE INDUSTRY, 
HANGS ON CONFERENCE. 


In about a week, “Hongkong's 
position as a Britlsh Colony with an 
Increasingly important local industry 
may be declded, asthe conference 
now asltting in London to review Its 
claima to Imperial Preference brings 
Its Inbours tu a close., 


The cnse for the Colony Is presented 
by the . Superintendent of Imports 
and Exports, Mr. BE. W, Hamilton, 
and Mr. E, R. Price, the Assistant 
Secretary to the General Chamber of 
Commerce. Both these offictuls ‘ure 
on Home leave. 


Briefly, the object of the Conference 
is to reconcile the encouragement of 
the Industrial development of Hong- 
kong with the avoidance of excessive 
competition of Hongkong goods with 
those of the United Kingdom, Doniin- 
fons and other Colonics, From this 
angle, the. task undertaken by the 
two Honykong representatives has 
become Involyed with countdrclaims 
from other Emplre productlon centres, 
ns in the event of Hongkong com- 
petitlon becoming too effective ‘the 
ery would ‘be sect up by these other 
sources of “cheap Oriental labour". 
It might then not be possible to 
maintain the principle of preference. | 


However, in deciding to deal now 
only with the entry of Hongkong 
goods Into the United Kingdom, the 
formula seems fair cnough ‘of not 
requiring from these Hongkong goods 
a higher ‘percentage of Empire con- 
tent than Is required from* other 
Emplre goods.

~ COAL-MINING 
ROYALTIES 


_A measure of Socialism which 
may have escaped general notice 
has been ‘taken by the British 
Government in its decision to 
coal-mining royalty 
rights for the. nation. ‘Under 
this action, the future develop- 
ment of the coalfields will pass 
to the State, with, it is believed, 
marked advantages both to the 
industry and to the country. It 
has been demonstrated on many 
oceasions' that major difficulties 
and anomalies’ in the industry 
have been in considerable mea- 
sure due to ‘multiplicity . of 
ownership, ‘and it is the‘ belief 
of the Government that these 


will disappear under the new 
nationalisation plan. In the 


~] past; great” fortunes" have been 


amassed by landowners on 
whose properties coal deposits 
have: been discovered, British 
law decreeing that the owner of 
the ‘soil is also entitled to the 
riches found in it. These Jand- 
owners have hitherto been able 
to sell the permission to mine 
coal on their property, one con- 
dition of such a sale generally 
being that the mining company 
must pay to the landowner a 
certain sum in royalties . for 
every ton of coal raised on his 
property. The income thus 
derived has often been tremend- 
ous. The Church, for instance, 
has received more than £300,000 
a year from this source, while 
private individuals have been 
royalties 
of 28 much as £114,000 annual- 
ly. Much criticism has of late 
years been levelled against the 
private ownership of such royal- 
tles,, and it was this feeling 
which induced the Government 
to acquire these rights for the 
nation. Negotiations were open- 
ed ‘with the owners, who coul 
not, however, agree to the sum 
then offered them in compensa- 
tion.

It was not to be a elvilization based 
on merely * material achievements, 
The little group of'men who hod the

century and a half ago, did indeed 
‘dream ‘of greater opportunities for 
the average man and. woman... But 
they were to be opportunities not 
only. for ‘material advancement but 
for educntlonal and spiritual develope 
ment ‘which should follow increase in 
comfort, health, and lelsure’ such as 
the average .man. and woman had 
never had before.

The memorial exhibition of water~ 
colour drawings by the late Mr. 
Hong Chen, now being beld under 
the nuspices of the Hongkong Work- 
Inge Artixts’ Guild at the Chinese 
¥.M.C.A,, 3B¢ Bonham Road (Route 
No. 3 Bus) Js renily one that 
should not be missed by art 
‘overs In view of the fact that 
{he show comprises the — mpst 
interesting, periods of the artist's 
development, and, with the exception 
of one or two cnriler ofls,” the . reat 
represent the development of his new 
and very individual art. 


Prima facic, the“development, or’ 
rather creation, of his new, art is 
due’ to two main factors, namely, the 
material used and his environment. 
After his return] from, Parla where 
he was trained, Mr. Hong Chen was 
interested in the spirit of Chinese art 
nnd its method, and- the paper he 
used was of an absorbent nature. By 
contintious experiment of the methods 
of the East and West, he had evolved 
and developed a‘style ‘all his own; 
while at the same time his environ- 
ment of the simple life of the people 
of Kwangsi Province had caused him 
to work in a simple and direct 


4 manner, with:the result that he had 


created a new vista In) which his 
somewhat imaginary vision of nature 
—ind not nature Itself—predomnit- 
ed, 


\In‘the artist's early pertod, his 
figures ‘loqk rather ““alry" In) treat 
ment.: In his later period, however, 
he rendered his subject more lively 
and more solid and fii these he has 
reached the top of his achievement. 

Of the “Mother and Child" studies 


perhaps No. 34 Is most pleasing. 
“The Artist's Son" (No, 39) hig a 
delleate touch and a lovely colour 
rcheme, the paper playing so well in 
rendering, the right prevailing tone 
of the flesh. No. 4, “Arrived.” is 
suggestive, rather than representative, 
of the arrival of , donkey-cart, No. 
20, depicting'a cow with n boy on her 
pack crossing the river, js n convinc- 
Ing study of a cow in the river. In 
No. 5, “Vexetable Market,” sunlight 
ig rendered in a mast economical 
manner, i 


’ There is sunlight too in the render- 
Ing of foliage in No, 51; while in No. 
44, “Village Scene in Annam", such 
sunlight is really “hot' in that cocoa~ 
nut tree is painted In a warmer key. 

As regards jJandscapes, the treat- 


ment varies from a strong and’ full 
colour limpid wash such as Nos, 41 
and 72 to a pale and economical 
‘rendering such us his bridge studies. 
No. 1Q Js characteristic of Chinese 
traditional art, There is n sense of 
wetness in No. 54, “Landscape in 
Kweilin”, such treatment being chur- 
aeteristle of the acquerrel .medium. 
No. 59 has on Interesting variety, and 
hence contrast of, texture. * No, 
js a very delicate study of .trecs. 
In’ ‘coming to the animal scction, 


one marvels at the variety of trent- 
ment which is so completely adapted 
to cach subject. Onc need only com- 
pure the study of a bear (No, 26) 
with his tiger studies; the former 
looks heavier and at the same time 
less active, hence a slower and 
-heavier—treatment,-while.the—latter, 
being a more active creature, has a 
Night and rapid ‘touch, In Nos. °29 
and 24 (cow and cat studies respec- 
tively) we find that the artist relent- 
Jess searched for his form and satis- 
factory modelling. : 


In sconclusion, T would stress the 


point that most of the exhibits are: 
rather delicate sketches, so that they 
would look pale.to one who demands 
work of a more colourful nature. To 
those who love delicate, and ut the 
same time no less vital, work and 
are patient enaugh (and why not?) 
in marvelling at a work of art, this 
show will offer a tonic that will not 
be cusily forgotten, as none of the 
exhibits fmpart o fecling of dullness 
or Jabour, but rather that the work 
done were full of Inspiration and joy.

“BOY KILLED BY 
MASONRY 


" EVIDENCE ‘GIVEN . 
AT INQUEST 


As they were about to approach the 

pavement leading to thelr schoo] house 
in Gage Street on June 11, three 
Chinese boys, between the ages of 9 
nnd 12, were hit by debris and 
masonry dislodged from the third 
floor verandah of 39 Gage Strect. 
One of the boys, named Tse Wing- 
fee, was strucis on the head by a 
of tiles’ and Inter ‘died in 
hospital of avfractured skull. 
_ This incident was recalled when an 
Injury into Tse’s death was held at 
the Central Magistracy this morning. 
Mr. I. Keen was the Coroner and the 
followingt comprised the Jury: 
Messrs: H. Hi Lebert (foreman), 
&. C, Olacs and Lo Kal-hong. 

Giving evidence, Dr. G. H. Thomas, 
medical officer jin‘ charge of the 
Government Civil Hospital’at the time 
of the mishap, said that Tse Wing-fec, 
the deceased, was admitted to the 
Hospital about 6.40 a.m. on June 21. 
The boy diced at 3 p.m. on the same 
day. he post-mortem revented: that 
the right half of the skull and frontal 
bones ,were fractured, and that the 
overlying, scalp was severely 
Jacerated, The other organs appcar- 
ed normal. Death was due to severe 
Injuries to the skull ond brain.” The 
injuries were: ‘consistent with some- 
thing hard and heavy having struck 


deceased, : » ‘ 

Sergeant H. M. Moran, police pho- ° 
tographer, gave evidence of taking 
photos.at the seene of the mishap. 

‘Two school boys, companions of the 
deceased, nomed Mok Hung-woa ond 
Yeung Won-lol, testified to being will: 
deceased on’ the morning of the 
occurrence, Both of them were ° 
struck by the falling) masonry and 
ran for shelter, They saw deccased 
lying on the ground, after they had 
gained shelter. 

Wo Po-hing, a wire net maker, 
stated that, attracted by the blowing 
of police whistles, he ran.to Gage 
Street from Gourh Strect and there 
saw deceased lying on the ground 
surrounded with tiles and with blood 
running profusely from the head. 
He carricd deceascd from the open 
road to the pavement. 

Pang Chiu-chin, deceased's school 
teacher, snid that on going to the 
verandah of the school after he had. 
been Informed of the mishap, he saw ° 
that elght tlles on the extreme edge 

the verandah Were missing. “He 
also saw deccnsed lying on the road 
with a wound on the head. He tele- 
phoned. for the ambulance and also 
informed hls employers, the Nam.» 
Yanyt Tobacco Factory, of the incident, 

Deceascd's ‘mother also gave 
evidence that she saw her son going 
to school on June Ll, 

After evidence had ‘been given 
by the Inndlord of the house, who’ 
stated that last year the hause had 
been thoroughly repaired, -but that 
the verandah had not been touched 
as It showed no weak points, the 
further hearing of the inquiry was 
adjourned tilt Friday, at 12.30 pim.

station before the last repetition of 
the pipe ‘Hands Fall In.’ In spite 
of this, I was taken before the Ofi- 
eer of the Watch | and charged not 
simply with having falled to stow 
my hammock, but with absence from 
"Hands Fall In' as well. I was plac- 
ed in the First Lieutenant's report. 

"Shortly fterwards, I spoke to 
P.O. Ablitt, the Captain of.my Top, 
about ft. Wo discussed whether it 
was the custom of the Service to 
regnurd ‘Out Pipeg’ as: the executive 
to go on‘ the upper deck, Ablitt 
considered that it was, and I argued 
{fo the contrary. At length, P.O. 
Ablitt tpld me to ‘Dry up,’ to ‘which 
T retoried that it would be more {it~ 
tin hud be told me to ‘Keep silence.’ 
I was again taken before the Officer 
of the Watch, -and a third charge of 
behaving with contempt: to P.O. 
Ablitt was added. - 


ADMITS STRIKING 


“At noon on the: same day, a 
second investigation into the same 
charges was carricd out by the OM- 
cer of .the Day... During this re- 
examination, P.O. Ablitt stated in re- 
ference to this conversation that he 
‘only said ‘a couple of words’ to me. 
Taken Mterally, that was untruc, 
and it angered me. The Officer of 
the Day. re-rend ‘the charges to me. 
That suggested to me- the hopeless- 
ness of my position ‘in view of my 
former conviction and warning—and 
I struck P.O. Ablitt. 

“Now P.O. ‘Ablitt 
treated ‘me “well and I liked him.

VERY “UNPOPULAR

no fewer 7.04 inches. , 


The heaviest fall occurred between 
2.30 and 4.80 pan. yesterday, when 
3.56 inches were rogiatercd. In the 
first of these two hours, 1.91 inches 
were! recorded, and, in the second, 
1.65 inches. . 


For the first (ime this ‘year, the 
rainfall registered since January 1 
totals an amount ‘practically cqual to 
the average for the period. The total 
is A026 inches, against an average of 


Al! the Island reservoirs are now 
bractically: full.
